Today Henderson said that while 
there was no basis for a wage in- 
crease, ‘it does not follow at all that 
no wage adjustments would be in or- 
der.” 

“On the contrary,’ he said, “it is 
an acknowledged fact that very great 
divergencies exist, as among the va- 
rious plants, with respect to wages in 
the higher brackets.

CODE PRIGE-FIXING 
BY RECOVERY AUT 
HALTED BY F.0.R. 


Order Allows Firms To 
Cut Bids 15 Per Cent 


Below Those Listed With 
NRA Authorities. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt, by executive or- 
der. late today cut one of the remain- 
ing threads binding his recovery ad- 
ministration to non-competitive and 
allegedly monopolistic price-fixing. 

His order authorizes companies 
seeking government, state ‘or munici- 
pal contracts to cut bid prices a max- 
imum of 15 per cent below those Jist- 


ed with respective code authorities. 

The lower prices then must be filed 
with code authorities and must he 
made available to the man-in-the-street 
consumer. 

Severe criticism of uniform price- 
fixing under NRA codes has come 
from many quarters. The _ federal 
trade commission charged a monopoly 
existed in the steel industry with re- 
sultant high prices of all steel pred- 
ucts. The Darrow review board weit 
even further in charging monopolistic 
price-fixing existed in all industries 
through NRA provision forcing com- 
panies to list. their prices in advance 
with code authorities. 

Authorities in Force. 

The executive order does not scrap 
code authorities. They continue to 
function as usual but the bidder will 
have a greater latitude of operation 
in regard to prices than he had Se- 
fore the president acted. 

The president made public his ex- 
ecutive order at the last press con- 
ference he will have before he re. 
turns from an _ extended Pacific 
cruise. 

Its object, he said is two-fold: 

1. To smash the present custom of 
bidders to submit uniform bids on 
government contracts. 

2. To encourage fair competition 
and at the same time maintain a steel 
erigeover. ruthless trade practices.

TWO FLIERS AWAY 
UN HOP TO POLAND 


ers Leave Harbor Grace 
for Warsaw Flight. 


HARBOR GRACE, Newfoundland. 
June 29.—(#)—The red, white and 
blue plane of the Brooklyn “soda pop” 


_makers—Benjamin and Joseph Adam- 


owicz—sped over the north Atlantic 
tonight on its second venturesome 
flight to Warsaw. Poland. 

The big monoplane, which blazed a 
trail to Copenhagen three summers 


| ago, headed into clear weather as the 


flying brothers pointed it toward War- 
saw, Poland, at 3:58 a. m., eastern 
standard time, 

“That takeoff would do credit to 
an old-timer,” commented Hoiger 
Hoiriis as he watched the ship whiz 
eastward into the dawn. 

Although the day brought no reports 
from the ship, associates were not 
worried. The plane has no wireless, 
and it was not expected the fliers 
would be heard from until they pass 
over the British Isles. 

Hoiriis, who flew here yesterday 
with the brothers from New York, 
superintended the loading of 610 gal- 
lons of gasoline during the night. 

The chubby brothers slept at St. 
John’s. Shortly before dawn they were 
awakened and were brought to the 
Harbor Grace airport. 

They smiled a greeting to friends 
surrounding the plane, whose 300 
horsepower motor already was roar- 
ing. 

“Hope to make it in 30 hours,” 
said Benjamin Adamowicz as he hop- 
ped aboard. 

The gasoline supply would last 
about 40 hours, he said, giving a 
good margin in case they must buck 
unfavorable winds. 

Hoiriis, who flew in the same plane 
to Copenhagen in 1931, waved a fare- 
well as the heavily loaded ship rose 
steadily and circled the field. Benja- 
min Adamowicz was at the controls. 

Weather reports, received from New 
York just before the takeoff. were 
favorable for the entire oversea hop. 
The brothers planned to follow the 
great circle route to Dublin and thence 
fly to Berlin and then to Poland. 

It was their second attempt to 
reach their ancestral home. Last Au- 
gust they cracked up here in landing 
after a hop from New York.

TILL SUNDAY NIGHT 


Long-Awaited Decisions 
on Rail Pension and 
Farm Moratorium Bills 
Are Due Today. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—(UP) 
Buried under a deluge of official toil, 
President Rooseveit tonight was forced 


to postpone for 36 hours his depar- 
ture from the capital on a lengthy 
ocean cruise. 

After working until 2 a. m. today, 
Mr. Roosevelt announced he would 
be unable to leave on his West In- 
dian and Hawaiian trip until 7 p. m. 
Sunday. He will sail from Anna- 
polis, Md. 

The chief executive has disposed of 
most of the work dumped on his desk 
by the last congress. A few bills 
which still remain in government de- 
partments where they were sent for 
examination, are expected to get the 
White House verdict Saturday. 
The president virtually has decided 
on the membership of the newly creat- 
ed stock exchange and communications 
commissions and an announcement is 
in prospect tomorrow or Sunday be- 
fore he sails for Hawaii. 

To Aid Widows. 
Bills signed by the president today 
included one to provide aid toe 13 
widows and orphans of war veterans 
who, at their death, were receiving 
federal comp for battle dis- 
abilities. 

An amendment to the air commerce 
act empowering the commerce depart- 
ment to examine, rate and establish 
minimum safety standards of opera- 
tion for all airlines engaged in inter- 
state or foreign air commerce, was ap- 
proved. 

Some time during the long night as 
White House lights flickered in the 
intense capital heat, Mr. Roosevelt 
reached a decision on the Frazier- 
Lemke farm mortgage moratorium bill 
and the Crosser railroad labor pen- 
sion measure. 

Verdict Today. 

His verdict is expected tomorrow. 
Any expression on the president's ac- 
tion on these two bills would be pure 
speculation. His closest friends would 
not venture an opinion on the“fate of 
the measures which involve two of 
the nation’s rhost potent political 
forces—labor and farmer. 

Every indication to date has heen 
that Mr. Roosevelt will veto the Fra-

ROOSEVELT DELAYS 


EXPORT LIGENSES 
MAY BE GRANTED 
WITH CUBAN OKAY 


Series of Bomb Outrages 
Prompts Issuance of 
Embargo Under Which 
Havana Government 
Will Control Traffic. 


GUN RUNNING SEEN 
AS STRIFE FACTOR 


Weapons and Munitions 
Reported Flowing Into 
Turbulent Nation From 
Ports in Florida. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—(/)— 


'To enable the Cuban government “to 


maintain peace and tranquillity” in 
the face of growing disorders, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt tonight proclaimed an 
embargo on arms and munitions ship- 
ments to the island republic. 

The proclamation was issued at 
the request of Secretary Hull who ; 
in a letter to the president explain- 
ed that unsettled conditions in Cuba 
made it advisable to prohibit Ameri- 
can manufacturers and exporters to 
ship munitions of war to that coun- 
try. 

License System. 

Under it, no arms or munitions 
shipments may be made without a li- 
cense from the secretary of state. 
These licenses are to be issued only 
after the Cuban embassy has given 
assurance that it desires the ship- 
ment made. 

In the past proclamatiuns, origi- 
nating from the same authority con- 
tained in the joint eongréssional res- 
olution of 1922, have been imposed 
on shipments to Brazil, China, Mexi- 
co, Honduras and Nicaragua. 

Follows Bombings. 

Today's action followed a series of 
bomb outrages in Havana in which 
President Mendieta and American 
Ambassador Jefferson Caffery were 
menaced, and evidence that came to 
Washington that gun running from 


Florida to Cuban ports was being 
conducted on an extensive scale. 

The Cuban president was slightly 
injured and several persons were kill- 
ed this month by bomb explosions in 
Havana, and disorders reached their 
height two weeks ago when opposi- 
tionists opened fire on a political pa- 
rade with machine guns, killing more 
than a dozen persons, including sev- 
eral women. 

Asked by Cuba. 

“The Cuban government,” Hull! told 
President Roosevelt, through its am- 
bassador in Washington has expressed 
to this government its aproval of this 
action. I feel that, in conformity 
with our policy of the good neighbor 
we should proceed accordingly.

Not the Original. 


The measure should not be confused 
with the original Frazier-Lemke pro- 
posal under which the government 
would have refinanced farm mortgages 
in a dangerous inflationary scheme. 

As approved by congress, farmers 
would he permitted to go into volun- 
try bankruptcy under a mortgage 
moratorium scheme. Those making 
bankruptcy applications would be able 
to repurchase their property at a 
“fair value” to be determined by the 
courte. 

Creditors would agree to lease to a 
farmer his property with a promise 
not to foreclose against it for six years. 


Favors Pensions. 

Hopes for approval of the railway 
labor pension bill were brighter be- 
cause the president already has com- 
mitted himself to a broad social pro- 
gram to be submitted to the seventy- 
fourth congress which involves social 
insurance. 


The measure provides annuities for 
all workers who have been employed 
by railroads for 30 years or more or 
who have reached the age of 65.

California Senator Urges 
Law To Share Industry 
Profits With Labor. 


l10S ANGELES, June 29.—()— 
A federal law requiring industry to 
share its surplus earnings with work- 
ers by setting up, with government 
assistance, a capital reserve for labor 
was advocated by Senator William G. 


'MeAdoo. democrat, California, in an 


address here tonight. 

McAdoo, who was secretary of the 
treasury under President Wilson and 
now is a supporter of the policies of 
President Roosevelt, expressed belief 
there is “ample warrant in the con- 
stitution for the exercise of this pow- 
er by the congress, but if necessary 


‘the constitution should be amended” 


to carry out the plan. 2% 
“It is my profound conviction,’ 
said McAdoo, “that a fundamental 
change should be made in the rela- 
tions between capital and labor in in- 
dustry; and by industry I mean every 
corporation, co-partnership or organi- 
zation engaged in production or in any 
form of business where labor is en- 
ployed; and by labor I mean the 
white collar man as well as those 
who work with their hands,” 
Unemployment Insurance. 

“After just compensations to offi- 
cers,” he continued, “and adequate 
wages to labor as a part of operating 
costs and reasonable dividends have 
been declared on invested capital, a 
certain percentage of the remainder 
should be set aside as unemployment 
and retirement reserve for labor, and, 
in a like manner, a reasonable per- 
centuge should be set aside as a re- 
serve for capital. 

“Under existing practice a reserve 
for capital is set up, but no reserve 
for labor. 

“If a surplus remains after these 
provisions have been satisfied, it 
should be distributed between labor 
and invested eapital upon an equitable 
basis. The law to be enforced should 
have national application so that it 
will bear equally upon industry in all 
states. 


Distribution of Profits. 


“The effects of such a plan would 
be a more equitable distribution of 
profits between labor and capital and 
at the same time would lay the foun- 
dation for unemployment and retire- 
ment benefits which would come out 
of profits. Industry alone cannot 
bear the entire burden. The federal 
government and all state governments 
should contribute to the plan as well 
as a system for old age pensions.” 

McAdoo said he had “no fear that 
communism can take root in Ameri- 
can soil where the love of liberty and 
independence is so deep that constitu- 
tional democracy will always reign.” 

“But,” he added, “we must safe- 
guard our future by building up a 
self-contained economic organization 
as far as it is practical to do so.” 

The California senator also said 
the “‘debasement of our civilization by 
the constant infusion of the blood of 
criminals, defectives and moral] per- 
verts into the arteries of our race” 
was another great problem. 

“No maudlin or mawkish considera- 
tions,” he said, “should swerve us from 
an implacable determination to eradi- 
cate this evil.”

The pension to be received by each 
worker in the various divisions. is to 
be multiplied by the number of years 
worked. Thus if the workers averaze 
pay was $300 a month and he had 
been employed 30 years, his annuity 
would be: : 

Two per cent of the first $50 multi- 
plied by 30 or $30, 1 1-2 per cent 
of the next $100 multiplied by 30 or 
$45. 1 per cent of the next $150 mul- 
tiplied by 30 or $45. 

Grand total $120. 

If workers become eligible for re- 
tirement before the age of 65, their 
annuity would be computed in the 
same manner but 4 per cent weuld be 
deducted from the total for each year 
remaining before they reached 65. 

For eample: Retirement at 55 with 
pay of $300 would be $120 less four 


per cent or $72. 


Workers make up the pension fund 
through contribution of two per cent 
by all employes from their wages 
while railroads contribute an amount 
equal to four per cent of their total 
pay roll.

Troops Asked in Town Feud 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 29.— 
(>)—Torture of a woman by a gang 
that favored the brutal customs of 
Chinese junk pirates was disclosed to- 


day in connection with a mountain 
town feud that hae cost four lives 
in half a dozen shootings. 

Announcing that some citizens of 
the Ozark mountain town of Marshall 
had appealed to him to send state 
troops to stop a long-standing Hen- 
ley-Barnett feud, Governor Futrell 
said it had been reported to him that 
Effie Jackson, a stenographer, had 
been tortured by a group of men who 
attempted to make her tell the where- 
abouts of one of the supposed feud- 
ists. 

The girl’s employer was reputed to 
be in sympathy with the Henleys 
because of a remark that “the Hen- 
leys are no worse than the Barnetts.” 

First slapping and cuffing her, the 
men later resorted to Uhinese 


torture methods and plunged her head 
repeatedly into a bucket of water un- 


til she was near unconsciousness. 

The men also held lighted matches 
to her feet and her employer, W. F. 
Reeves, an attorney, brought her to 
the governor's office here to display 
the burns. 

The request for troops was made 10 
days ago, but was kept secret because 
the group petitioning the governor con- 
tained several jurors who convicted one 
man connected with the shootings and 
they fearéd their request would fur- 
ther jeopardize them. 

Governor Futrell sent soldiers into 
Marshall last Christmas after one of 
the killings, but today said he could 
not act without a request from civil 
authorities and Sheriff G. M. Kobert- 
son at Marshall said “everything is 

uiet.” 38 

Marshall J. H. Barnett was shot 
to death on a street two weeks ago in 
the fourth slaying in the feud. Of- 
ficers are searching for Leland Hen- 
ley, reputed leader of his group, who 
violated a Christmas furlough last 
year by not returning to prisen.

CHICAGO, June 29.—(/)—On the 
eve of the Grant Park art fair the 
embattled artists looked like a cinch 
tonight to win their figlt over wheth- 
er they ean, or cant exhibit nude 
paintings. 

William I. Bell. park superintend- 
ent, was giving in, due to the an- 
swers he got when he took a quick 
referendum on the question of “Is it 
all right to show nudes outdoors?’ 
Said Mrs. Frank G. Loan, patroness 
of art, when he asked her about it: 
“The whole thing is foolish. How 
can the park commissioners object to 
the display of decent nudes?” 

Bell got even less support from Mrs. 
Harold Pxncheon, society woman and 
an art enthusiast. 

“The park board is being provincial 


and I never heard of anything so 
prudish. I don’t think the board mem- 
bers or policemen are competent 
judges of art. They remind me of 
the early Christians who covered their 
statues.” 

Then Bell asked Carter Harrison, 
collector of internal revenue, who 
knows what he likes. 

“The board’s ban 
fetched,” he said. “The board mem- 
bers ought to visit the Oak street 
beach. The nudes aren't as bad as 
they're painted.” 

On hearing these results, the ar- 
tists set about preparing to open their 
open-air gallery tomorrow without 
much fear of a raid. Earlier the board 
had issued a flat order that nudes— 
even statues—were out.

NEW YORK, June 29. 7 
Joseph Kennedy, New York financier, 
it was learned tonight from authorita- 
tive sources here, has been named 
chairman of the federal commission 
to regulate the stock exchanges. 

Three other members of the com- 
mission, it was understood, have also 
been named by President Roosevelt: 
James M. Landis and George C, Math- 
ews, members of the federal  traie 
commission, and Robert Healey, coun- 
sel for the trade commission, 

The fifth choice, according to per- 
sons in New York close to the ad- 
ministration, lay between Ferdinand 
Pecora, counsel for.the senate com- 
mittee that inquired into stock ex- 
change practices, and Frank Shaugb- 
nessy, president of the San Francisco 
Stock Exchange. 

In well-informed New York quar- 
ters, it was said Pecora was never 
under consideration by the president 
for the chairmanship, although he 
signified his willingness two days ago 
to head the tommission for one year. 

Kennedy—a baseball player in col- 
lege days at Harvard who turned 
down a big league contract to enter 
the banking business—was never a 
candidate for a place on the commis- 
sion, friends said, but was drafted by 
the White House. 

When he was 30, Kennedy was 
president of the Columbia Trust Com- 
pany of Boston. With the World 
War he became head of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Yard of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company and after the 
war started his career in the stock 
market with the firm of Hayden, 
Stone & Co. 

Later, Kennedy was engaged in film 
distribution and for a time was an of- 
ficial of Pathe. In recent years, he 
again has been “in the Street.” 

Friends described him as a “man 
of courage, well-equipped to head the 
commission because of his experience 
in the street.” 

For several years Kennedy has

veilt.

in terms of wage theories. For this 
reason, no completely conclusive an- 
swer can be given. 

“Under existing conditions, there is 
no factual or statistical basis for any 
general increase in cotton textile code 
wage rates. 

2 Wide Divergencies. 

It does not at all follow that no 
wage adjustments would be in order. 
On the contrary, it is an acknowledged 
fact that very great divergenciea exist 
as among the various plants, with 
respect to wages in the higher brack- 
ets. It would improve the competitive 
conditions of the industry if these di- 
vergencies were smoothed out; and if 
they were thus smoothed out, a very 
considerable improvement in wage con- 
ditions would be secured for large 
numbers of workers. Furthermore, 
such an equalization of competitive 
conditions might properly be regarded 
as an appropriate first step toward a 
later consideration of the possibility 
of raising the general level of wages 
in the industry—or, less happily, of a 
general reduction if justified by later 
conditions. 

“Present status of wages. Average 
hourly wages are now about 37.3 cents 
per hour compared to 22 cents a year 
ago and between 32 and 33 cents in 
1928 and 1929 (based on publications 
of the bureau of labor statistics). 
This represents an increase of 70 per 
cent from a year ago and 15 per cent 
from 1929. 

Gain in Earnings. 

“These rates are about 70 per cent 
of average hourly earnings in manu- 
facturing, which are now about 53 
cents. This is a decided gain over a 
year ago, when hourly rates were 
about half of those in manufacturing 
and over 1929, when they were about 
60 per cent of hourly earnings in man- 
ufacturing. 

“Average weekly earnings were 
$13.41 in April according to the bu- 
reau of labor statistics, compared to 
$10 a year ago and $15.65, estimated 
in 1929. As the purehasing power of 
the dollar is almost 1-3 greater than 
in 1929, the $13.41 average weekly 
earnings in April will buy as much 
as $17.60 did in 1929. 

Thus, in purchasing power, weekly 
pay is apparently 12 per cent over 
1929 and if liberal allowance is made 
for possible errors in cost of living 
indexes (which are only general av- 
erages) it is safe to conclude that av- 
erage weekly earnings have a purchas- 
ing power at least equivalent to 1929. 

Earnings of Workers. 

“Earnings of cotton textile workers 
are higher than stated above by the 
value of the services furnished below 
cost by company-owned mill villages 
but as amount and value of such serv- 
iceS is controversial, this considera- 
tion has been omitted. 

“Prices. With the exception of a 
spurt in January and February, 1934, 
prices have tended downwards since 
the code and processing tax went into 
effect, and with sharpest decline in 
April and May. ‘The price drop was 
in response to lessened demand. 

“Costs and margins. Cost of raw 
material has increased over 100 per 
cent, with the processing tax taken 
into account. Raw cotton is now sell- 
ing at about 16.4 cents per pound, 
including processing tax, compared to 
cents-7 cents a pound early last 
year, and 13 cents-14 cents including 
processing tax in the first month of 
code operation. 

“The margin available to the in- 
dustry is thus being squeezed between 
declining prices of finished goods and 
increasing costs of raw materials. The 
margin was about 16.4 per pound of 
raw cotton handled in April, 1934, 
compared with about 20 cents when 
the code went into effect, and about 
16.5 cents in 1929. 

Labor receive@ about 9.5 cents per 
pound out of the 16.5 cents in 1929 
or 57.5 per cent, about 9.5 cents out 
of the 20.5 cents when the code first 
went into effect, or 46 per cent, and 
about 10.2 cents out of the 16.4 cents 
‘margin of April. or 62.2 per cent. 

Print Cloth Costs. 

“Representative print cloth costs 
per pound show a total raw material 
cost of about 20 cents, mill salaries, 
insurance, fuel, power and taxes at 
between 5 cents and 6 cents, and la- 
bor costs at 10 cents, the total cash 
cost being 35 1-2 cents compared to 
a net selling price of approximately 
33 cents per pound. Cash loss amounts 
to 2 1-2 cents per pound. . 

“As the raw material cost and pro- 
cessing tax in the above example are 
known exactly, and labor costs can 
be estimated approximately from B. 
L. 8S. data, elements in the above 
estimated costs which might be ques- 
tioned are limited to the item of sal- 
aries, insurance, fuel, power and 


taxes. 
Further Difficulties. 
“Conclusion: Under existing condi- 
tions. a further inerease in wa 
would involve considerable difficulties, 
because:

NEW ARMS MEET 
LOOMS IN LONDON 


LONDON, June 29.—(4)—Devel- 
opments in connection with the naval 
conversations now under way indicate, 
persons close to the situation said to- 
day, the possibility of arranging a new 
limitation treaty here without the 
necessity of holding the formal confer- 
ence set for next year. 

This prediction came on the heels 
of a revelation that France would like 
to turn the conversatione—so far. in- 
volving only the United States and 
Great Britain—into a conference for 
the writing of a general disarmament 
convention. 

Informed observers consider it like- 
ly that if the bilateral talks develop 
the fact a conference would rea- 
sonably certain to reach an agreement, 
ro conference will follow immedi- 
ately.

Leary Dealer Says Prices 
Paid Governor for Pro- 
duce Not Excessive. 


J. L. Horne, a produce dealer of 
Leary, Ga., has written a letter to 
The Constitution in which he says 
that Judge Claude C. Pittman, of Car- 


teraville, one of Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge’s two opponents for re-election, 
was misled in his belief that farm 
producta bought from the Talmadge 
farm at McRae for convict camps 
brought higher prices than those pre- 
vailing on nearby markets. 

Mr. Horne said at the time the 
products were purchased, there was a 
shortage of all kinds of produce in 
the area where the products were 
used. 

His letter follows: 

“Editor, The Constitution: Will you 
please allow me enough space in your 
paper for the following, for which I 
will thank you for publication. 

“In the address of Judge Claude 
Pittman (who is a candidate for gov- 
ernor of Georgia) at Camilla on June 
16 he referred to a carload of corn, 
about 700 bushels, that was purchased 
by the highway department of Geor- 
gia some time in January of this year 
from the Talmadge farm at McRae 
for a state highway convict camp lo- 
cated in Baker county near Elmodel 
at a price of 75 cents per bushel 
f.o.b. car, and shipped to Leary, 
the freight being $110. This corn was 
then transferred by the highway trucks 
to the camp in Baker county. This 
being correct (a distance of about 10 
or 11 miles).

FOR AGED, WEAK 


Roosevelt Names Com- 
mittee To Gather Data 
on ‘Economic Security.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight put in mo- 
tion social legislation machinery to 
erect future safeguards for the na- 
tion’s aged, weak and impoverished. 

Drafting members from the govern- 
ment’s major economic and relief agen- 
cies, he appointed a committee on 
“economic security” and instructed 
them to gather data on: 

Insecurity of the American family, 
old age, hazards of unemployment, un- 
employability, industrial accidents, oc- 
cupational diseases, non-industrial 
sickness and disability, widowhood 
and the economic aspects of mater- 
nity. 

“The reason for creating this or 
Ranization,” he said, “is a conviction 
that neither time nor automatic eco; 
nomic adjustments will solve the 
problems, but that active measures, 
undertaken co-operatively by the fed- 
eral, state and local governments can 
control and direct economic changes 
to a large extent, and cushion the 
effects of the remaining inevitable 
maladjustments.” 

Committee Members. 

The committee includes Federal Re- 
lief Administrator Harry L. Hopkins, 
Cum- 
mings, Secretary of Agriculture Hen- 
ry A. Wallace, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau Jr., and Sec- 
retary of Labor Frances Perkins. 

“Tt will be assisted by an advisory 
council of 15 or 20 national experts 
in the fields of social welfare, labor, 
industry, commerce and state and lo- 


cal governments. 


The council will delve into every 


| phase of American economic life, hold- 


ing hearings, conducting examinations 
and making surveys and inspections 
so as to paint a compact portrait of 
country-wide conditions. 

The council then will meet with the 
president's committee, Facts and data 
gathered by both groups will be co- 
ordinated and whipped into form for 
the president’s program which he, in 
turn, will lay before the next con- 


gress, 
Plan Outlined. 

Mr. Roosevelt outlined his far- 
reaching plan in his nation-wide ad- 
dress last night. ' 

“We seek the security of the men, 
women and children of the nation,” he 
said. “The principle is to use the 


/agencies of the government to assist 
‘in the establishment of means to pro- 


vide sound and adequate protection 
against the vicissitudes of modern life 
—in other words, social insurance.” 

The White House gave no indica- 
tions of who would compose the ad- 
visory council which will be the real 
fact-finding body. It is expected to 
include commercial and _ industrial 
leaders and welfare workers from 
every section. 

Tentative plans call for breaking 
the nation up into divisions, with each 
area under a chairman who will direct 
hundreds of fact-finders in general re- 
search. 

All procedure will be under govern- 
ment supervision, with the national 


agencies in Washington extending @

More and more it is becoming evi- 
dent that the preservation of our ex- 
port trade will be contingent largely 
upon our ability to cope successfully 
with special situations. We can no 
longer rely on what we have common- 
ly calle# the “world market” to take 
automatically a sufficient volume of 
our export commodities at fair prices. 
It is probably correct to say that 
each country constitutes a special 
problem, as does each basic commod- 
ity. This concept seems implicit in 
the present tariff legislation which 
will eall for a new type of foreign 
trade research and analysis. To such 
a call the bureau would expect to 
respond with all the facilities at its 
command. 


Later on he said: 


There is good reason to believe that 
the flow of international trade will 
gather increasing momentum now that 
the government, along with many oth- 
ers, is at last free to bargain openly 
in the spirit of mutual advantage. 

Of course, some of our industries 
are fearful that they will be hurt 
now that the president has been 
granted power to dicker with other 
nations; but already many of them 
are being injured by the collapse 
of foreign trade. No matter what 
we do, or do not do, some of our 
industries will be hurt.

PROHIBITIVE, NOT PROTECTIVE. 


The administration has been asked 
by the automobile industry to do 
something about the reciprocal 
tariff treaties.

There was one 
sketch of Atlanta in that book. I 
had no idea where Atlanta was at the 
time and less idea that I would ever 
see the city. That sketch showed the 
old railway station, which was visi- 
ble from the viaduct near the Kimball 
house some years ago. That station 
has disappeared since. Well, on my 
first walk, I suddenly spied that sta- 
tion. “La Terre et ses Peuples” |! 

That was my first 
impression. 

Those were warm days. Too warm 
for me. I stepped into an emporium 
and had a drink of Coca-Cola. The 
tinkle of the ice pleased me. I subse- 
quently drank tons of the stuff. I 
drink it still here in Paris, of all 
places, where it costs three francs and 
a half a glass. That’s 21 cents. 

I don’t need to tell you that T 
don’t drink tons of it now. I can't 
afford it. The late Mr. Asa Candler 
himself, rich as he was, would nol 
have spent that much money for one 
of his own drinks, I am sure. Some- 
thing ought to do done about it, by 
the way.

One day. shortly after my arrival, 
the city editor of The Constitution, 
the late Liord Wilhoit, sent me 
out to the Confederate Home. I was 
rather fresh from a certain war in 
Flanders. But there, at that home, 
I heard war stories that seemed almost 
ineredible. ‘“‘Why, boy,” one veteran 
said to me, “what you fought in was 
no war at all, at all. That was 
just a lot of noise and publicity. Ours 
was a fight to the finish. We looked 
the enemy straight in the eyes and he 
looked at us and we loaded our mus- 
kets, or put the bayonets on the guns 
and we charged. How many enemies 
did you ever see? None, you never 
saw any. They were away so far, you 
have no idea even now, I bet you, 
what color their clothes were. But 
we knew each other’s colors all right, 
all right!” I often went back there. 
Not to hear war stories, but because 
it is, with its ample gardens, one of 
the most tranquil spots I have ever 
struck, 


I learned a whole lot of tricks in 
Atlanta. One of them was harmoniz- 
ing. At nights long after Mr. Howell 
had gone home and when the paper 
was speeding out to the suburbs we 
used to gather in a front room, in 
daytime inhabited by Frank L. Stan- 
ton, the gentle poet, and harmonize.

Moseley. I don’t think Ralph Jones 
ever joined us. He was an early- 
home bird. Still is, I dare say. Bob 
Moran would rudely interrupt our 
chorus with some late story that had 
to be fixed up.

The physician is correct in calling 
dinitrophenol poison, but my stars, if 
we docs were to refrain from using 
poisons we should be of little use te 
sick people. 

“But after he was reassured there 
was no reason why I should not try 
it he gave me a prescription and I 
was to take it under his care.” ° 

That is right, too. Dinitrophenol is 
a potent medicine and no one should 
attempt to take it except under the 
care of his or her physician. 

“You can imagine the kidding I am 
taking when the druggist notified the 
doctor and me that no such medicine 
can be procured. They have tried six 
drug houses. He keeps telling 
me that you are just a name for a 
kind of syndicate and that the real 
Dr. Brady died many years ago. As 
the doctor is my personal friend I'd 
like to be able to show him that 
there is such a medicine in existence. 
Could you have some of it sent to 
either the drugstore or to me 
personally. We will gladly pay for 
it if sent collect.” 

Dead, am I? My how news spreads.

STEEL LABOR BODY BEGINS 

STRIKE THREAT MEDIATION 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—()— 
The threat of a steel strike drew away 
today as the new steel labor board 
buck ed down to its task of compos- 
ing differences between the steel mill 
managers and workers. 

One of the leading labor spokesmen, 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was confi- 
dent peace was assured, holding that 
that board apparently had the power 
to carry out a peace plan which he 
recently proposed to the steel workers 
and which was accepted by them. 

The closed shop was held by govern- 
ment officials to be out of the picture 
under the terms of the presidential or- 
der which set up the special board. 
Arguments over whether manufactuf- 
ing plants should be barred to aill 
workers except those belonging to 
unions have in the past plunged indus- 
tries into major strikes. 

The national steel labor relations 
board, headed by Judge Walter P. 
Stacy, of North Carolina, and named 
yesterday by the president to arbitrate 
differences, held its first meeting dur- 
ing the day. Both sides agreed to ac- 
cept its jurisdiction, 

“My impression,” Green told re- 
porters, “is that the board named by 
the president can carry out the es- 
sentials of my plan. And that in my 
opinion represents a distinct step 
forward.” 

Green recommended a neutral board 
for arbitration, but other provisions 
of his plan, especially those concern- 
ing labor representation methods in 
collective bargaining, differed from the 
new plan. 

Board members declined comment 
today after a session with Secretary 
Perkins, who was instrumental in the 
formation of the mediation group. 
They explained they wanted to go into 
the situation thoroughly before an- 
nouncements were made. 

Labor department officials appear- 
ed confident the group would work 
out an arrangement under the presi- 
dent’s executive order which would 
end, for the time being, serious labor 
troubles in the steel industry, 


50 MEN WILL REMOVE

HOPEWELL, Va., June 29.—(/)—

Raymond Burrows, plant manager, 
to the contrary, asserted that he 
knows the situation, and is responsible 
for what happens in the $20,000,000 
plant, which was working 1,900 em- 
ployes when it was forced to stop 
operation. 

“I propose to put 50 men in this 
plant tomorrow morning at 8 o'clock, 
he said. “The danger of an explosion 
of the drying nitro cotton in there 
is growing hourly, and within a few 
hours it is likely to biow up the plant 
from the heat of the sun.”

STIRS CATHOLIC IRE 


Baltimore Archbishop Re- 
. sents Comparison of Loy- 
ola, Nazi Head. 


BALTIMORE, June 29,.— (>}— 
Archbishop Michael J. Curley, of Bal- 
timore, today charged that the Bal- 
timore Morning Sun had insulted Ro- 
man Catholics and he called on mem- 
bers of the archdiocese for “action.” 

In a letter printed in the Baltimore 
Catholic Review, a church publiea- 
tion, he ealled attention to a recent 
article by S. Miles Bouton, the Sun’s 
exiled Berlin correspondent, which 
drew a parallel between Chancellor 


Hitler and Ignatius Loyola, founder). 


of the Jesuit order. 


The offending paragraph, which the 
archbishop said held Ignatius Loyola 
before readers “as a consummate 
blackguard,” follows: 

“It has seemed to me at times that 
there is a kinship between him (Hit- 
ler) and Ignatius Loyola. One finds 
in both men the same complete faith 
in their mission, the same readiness 
and determination to exercise their 
power with utter ruthlessness and 
brutality in order to carry out that 
mission. No consideration of person- 
al profit or glory ever entered Loy- 
ola’s mind and I believe the same 
can be said of Hitler.” 

In his letter, which said that the 
Sun had refused to apologize, the 
archbishop said: 

“IT am not saying that Catholics 
of this archdiocese should not buy the 
Sun and should not deal with its ad- 
vertisers.

R. F. Lowry, Toledo, Named; 
Resolutions Favor War 
Strike. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—(4)—The 
election. of Raymond F. Lowry, of 
Toledo, Ohio, as president of the 


Dr. Henry R. Linville, of New) York, 
incumbent, today threw ‘the closing 
session of the federation’s convention 
into a brief uproar. 

Lowry’s election was interpreted 
as a victory for the “progressive” west 
over the “radical” east. 

Miss Selma M. Borchardt, of Wash- 
ington, vice president and legislative 
représentative, resigned from the ex- 
ecutive council. From the floor she 
assailed the administration of Mrs. 
Florence Curtis Hanson, of Chicago. 
secretary-treasurer, who was elected. 

In reply Mrs. Hanson asserted that 
she would give up her post at the end 
of the term because she was “tired of 
the whispering campaigns within the 
organization.” 

The convention declared itself in 
favor of a general strike in the event 
of the outbreak of war. adoption of 
a permanent child labor law, adequate 
tenure laws for teachers, appropria- 
tions for unemployed teachers and na- 
tionalization of banks. 

Resolutions were passed opposing 
facism and loans to the German gov- 
ernment: the use of injunctions in 
labor disputes; company unions: the 
persecution of Jews by the Hitler 
government, and the reserve officers’ 
training corps. 

Six new vice presidents were chos- 
en, including F. C. Purviance, Union 
county, Arkansas: Homer J. O'Dell, 
Duvall county, Florida.

Must File Price. 


But—he also must file the new 
price with the code authority and the 
public can buy the same product at 
the lower price. 

The bidder can make another 15 
per cent cut under the lower price 
when he bids upon another public 
contract. Again he must post his new 
price with his code authority. 

Officials predicted tonight the order 
would have the effect of cutting sharp- 
ly prices which have skyrocketed 
under the price fixing system which 
has been so strongly condemned by 
the consumers advisory board of the 
NRA and economists. 

The reduced prices obviously would 
occur only in those products which 
the government, states and munici- 
palities go into the market to pur- 
chase, 

In making public his new order, 
the president said: 

“It will give the public the same 
advantage as enjoyed by the govern- 
ment.”

55 UNCODIFIED TRADES 
TO ENTER AGREEMENTS 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt, by executive 
order, today authorized some 55 un- 
codified service trades to enter agree- 
ments with him on standards of labor 
which will warrant display of the 
Blue Eagle. 

Simultaneously, Hugh S. Johnson 
in an order dealing with codified 
service trades pointed out that pro- 
visions for creation of national and 
ocal code authorities were suspended 
and that in their stead he was au- 
thorizing creation of local code com- 
mittees “to cooperate with NRA in 
co-ordination and execution of the 
program under said executive order. 

The president’s order and that of 
Johnson were described by NRA as 
“further steps toward solution of the 
service trades problem.” On May 26 
the president suspended all provisions 
of the eight service codes then in 
force except those governing child 
labor, minimum wages and maximum 
hours and the collective bargaining 
guarantees. 

Authorities Resign. 

As a result, a number of code au- 

thorities have resigned and Johnson 
was strongly criticised by the code au- 
thority for the cleaners and dyers for 
lifting the price-fixing provisions of 
heir code.

Roll very 
thin, cut with a biscuit eutter. Bake 
in a moderately hot oven (375 deg. 
Fahr.) for 15 to 20 minutes. When 
cool the wafers should be very crip.

CHICAGO, June 29.—(4)—Right- 
about-face action characterized all the 
grain markets today, with price losses 
substituted for advances that recent- 
ly had formed fhe rule. 

Gooler temperatures and some mois- 
ture relief for the corn belt did much 
to restrain buying ardor, and to bring 
about more of a disposition to sell. 
Much notice was also taken of talk 
that the government survey showing 
15.000.000 fewer pigs this year im- 


plied 150,000,000 bushels less corn 
would be necessary for feeding. 

Corn closed heavy at the day's bot- 
tom level. 2 1-8 to 2 1-2 cents under 
yesterday's finish, wheat weak 1 1-2 
to 2 cents down, vats 1 to 1 7-8 off, 
and provisions varying from 5 cents 
decline to an equal gain. 

Active profit-taking on the part of 
recent buyers of corn futures became 
an outstanding factor almost as soon 
as trading started, and at no time 
thereafter did the corn market show 
any great power to rally. Showers 
were reported at numerous places in 
Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois, and some 
points advised also that there had 
heen good rains, not merely showers. 
Meanwhile the aggressive buying that 
distinguished yesterday's corn market 
was nearly altogether missing, and to 
the influence of improved weather 
for corn was added the weight of 
selling pressure associated with big 
arrivals of wheat at mangas City, 
55@ cars today against 275 a week 
ago and 249 at this time last year. 

Pronounced contraction today in the 
volume of all grain trading was 4 
subject of comment, and independent- 
ly of other factors tended to weaken 
nrices. Enlarged bookings of corn 
from the country was also an element 
of weakness. Oats followed corn. 

Provisions responded only in slight 
degree to official reports of sharp cur- 
tailment of hog production.

NEW YORK, Jene 29.—Bank 
clearings continue on a rather restrict- 
ed basis at some centers and now are 
smaller than for any full week since 
early in the year.
